Councillors asked the Board 
to consider cleaning the 
mouth of the creek. Both 
the council and the Board 
of Works have referred the 
matter to Mr. Porter who 
has acknowledged receipt of 
correspondence. . 

Cr. Ginifer considers a 
deputation could be arranged 
pointing out the council’s 
position to the. Minister. He 
said “Why should we de- 
prive ourselves of a lot of 
recreational ground which 
will be needed?” . 

Cr, Lee asked the engineer, 
Mr. R. C. Simmons, if apart 
from the Board of Works 
drain, there was any way the 
council could drain to the 
sea to prevent a dangerous 
Alooa.

Other 
units are a tuck-shop, rooms 
for the lay staff, library, office 
and music rooms. 


The Provincial Superior of 
the Sisters of St. Joseph, 
Sister M. Ferrer, emphasised 
that the school was not to 
be designated as a domestic 
science school. She said even- 
tually it would become a 
secondary school, teaching 
academic, domestic and com- 
mercial subjects. She said 
that infitially there would not 
be any lay teachers on the 


staff. 


Sister Vincent Ferrer said 
the school would afford the 
opportunity for  scfondary 
education to an increasingly 
large number of girls in this 
area and, she _ stressed, 
“Without educaticn they will 
get nowhere.” 


Two schools similar to St. 
Joseph’s Girls’ Regional High 
School, Altona, are conduc- 
ted by this Order. One is at 
Kensington, South Australia, 
which has an enrolment of 
about 400, The other is at 
Milperra, New South Wales, 
where there are over 500 
pupils.

NATIVE ANIMALS ARE PROTECTED 


’ With very few exceptioné, all native animals; 
(which include birds) are protected. They cannot 


be shot or kept as pets. 


Perhaps because of school 
holidays, with time for chil- 
dren to go into: the bush, 
many instances have accur- 
red where animals have been 
brought home as pets. Theso 
include young , kangaroos, 
possums, spiny anteater 
(echidna), and penguins. In 
many cases it is not easy 
to feed such animals, and 
they are then released in 
the streets to take their 
chances. 

Penalties can be heavy for 
interfering with’ protected 
native animals. For instance, 


there is-a fine of up to £100 
for a first offence in harm- 
ing or keeping a koala, this 
increases up to £200 and/or 
‘a sentence of three months’ 
goal for a second offence. . 

With other animals the 
penalty is up to £6 for each. 


If you find an injured ani- 
mal, of course it should be 
cared for, but notify the 
Fisheries and Wildlife De- 
partment, 605 Flinders Street, 
Melbourne, your local Fisheries 
and Wildlife Officer, or the 
local police station.

All reported instances have been investigated, 
and while some reports have been found to be ex- 
aggerated, others are certainly true; in all possible 


cases legal action has 
offenders. 


To assist the Department 
and the police to deal with 
this illegal shooting all 
owners and members of the 
public should report offences 
immediately to the Local 
Fisheries and Wildlife Officer 
or local police station. 


It is an offence to shoot 
on private land, or to carry 
any firearm upon it, without 
the prior consent of the 
owner. The Police Offences 
Act -wasS tightened last ses- 
sion to give a Court, upon 
conviction, power to impound 
any firearms or ammunition 
used by an offender. In ad- 
dition, the maximum penalty 
for the first offence is £20 fine 
or one month’s imprisonment 
and for a subsequent offence 
£50 or six months imprison-

Ducks are plentiful on Vic- 
torian waters at present, and 
it is in‘the interest of all 
sportsmen to co-dperate to 
deal with the few unprincip- 
led poachers who would 
selfishly mar the enjoyment 
of their fellow shooters.

Who built the Homestead in Altona? 
Was it Mr. Lempriere as commonly accepted? 
What are the definite facts ‘concerning the 


origin of this building? 


These and other questions 
are being asked by the Al- 
tena Historical Society. Cr. 
Vv. Hearn has contacted the 
Mitchell Library, Sydney, ask- 
ing for any information they 
can supply. Cr. Hearn is not 
aware of any local source 
from which he can: obtain 
such data—he would ap- 
preciate any information in 
the possession of local resi- 
dents. 

In his letter to the library 
he enclosed certain notes 
with a bearing on the, sub- 
ject.

“Altona goes back to a 
crown grant from New South 
Wales Government when 
Port Phillip District was un- 
der its administration.

“Altona has been known 
from the very dawn of Vic- 
torian history; A crown 
grant was taken out for a 
large area when Port Phillip 
first began to be settled but 
as Altona coal did not com- 
pare with NSW’s coal, etc.” 
(From the Morning Post: of 
July 27, 1927.) 

Further information in the 
possession of Cr. Hearn states 
that in 1868 a bush fire swept 
through Altona plains and 
burned properties of Wils- 
more and Langhorne. Int 
1874 Alfred Langhorne was 
the original owner of Laver- 
ton estate. “Laverton is ap- 
proximately three miles west 
of Altona Township.”

Kevin “Brennan 
has“ Tecently underlined the 
part played by this far 100 
common menace to health,” 
Dr. Leyden said. 

Control of flies at a do- 
mestic level began with 
proper disposal of household 
waste which should be well 
wrapped in paper and placed 
in a fly proof garbage can. 
Attention should be given to 
backyards, fowel pens and 
unattended compost heaps 
which provided ideal fly breed 
ing conditions. 

Any deposit of decaying 
vegetable matter becomes a 
source of infection for your 
family as the average female 
fly can produce upwards of 
2000 progeny in a Hitle over 
one week. Multiply this by 
the 5,000,000 germs that™each 
fly is capable of transmitt- 
ing in its lifetime and the 
picture becomes alarming. 

For this reason, Dr. Leyden 
said it was impcrtant fhat 
basic precautions be taken in 
preventing the entry of flies 
into homes, It was not 


preventive measures must 


sufficient to have a decora- 
tive screen door at the front, 
All windows and doors com- 
monly used should be screened 
and even provision made to 
prevent the entry of flies 
down chimneys. This can be 
done by simply forcing an out 
size piece of insect screening 
up the chimney. Screens 
should be well fitted as the 
wily tly was persistent'in its 
attempts to enter a home. 

Finally, the fly which en- 
tered the home should be de 
stroyetl by means of a suit- 
able insecticide. 

“While we are mindful of 
the burden borne by most 
housewives now, it is one 
more important task which 
must be undertaken in the 
.Neme--the contral of family 
hygiene and of fly borne in- 
fection,” Dr. Leyden said. 

“However.’ the precautions 
are relatively simple and 
become a small contribution 
when the family’s health is 
at stake,’ Dr. Leyden added.

1964 DUCK SEASON 


There are good numbers of duck in the State 
for the opening of the 1964 season, the Director 
of the Fisheries and Wildlife Department, Mr. A. 
Dunbavin Butcher announced today. 


‘The lowest rainfall for some years, means that 
many of the usual shooting swamps are dry, or will 
be dry before the opening on February 22. As a 


consequence ducks will be mostly on larger waters | 


with correspondingly more difficult shooting. 


In the north east, the pros- 
pects are fair, with Hildon, 
and, Wangaratta districts 
better than for many years. 

Along the Murray swamps, 
shooting should be moder- 
ately good if the water holds, 
although it is-drying’ fast. 

The western part of the 
State has’ been particularly 
dry and shooting will be con- 
fined to the few remaining 
large waters. Mountain duck 
are the most .common. 

In Gippsland, the  pros- 
pects are. ‘better ‘than for 
several years. Though many 
swamps are dry, good num- 
bers of duck are'to be found, 
particularly on tidal water. 

At Kerang the Second and 
Third marshes are dry but 
there are fair prospects with 
good numbers , of ducks on 


the open water. 

Shooters must hold a’ cur. 
rent game licence, costing £1. 
Licences should be carried 
and be readily available if 
requested by a Departmental 
officer. Licences are avail- 
able from country stations 
and the Melbourne office of 
the Fisheries and Wildlife 
Department, 605 Flinders 
Street Extension, and from 
most police stations. Shooters 
should make sure they get the 
free copy of Shooters’ Hand- 
book, Season. 1964, which 
gives full details’ of protec- 
ted species, bag limits and 
other necessary information. 

The Department warns 
that rifles should not be used 
on duck swamps as such guns 
are very dangerous to other 
shooters.
